Germany cane to Genoa heartily desir- 
ing to ca-operate with all nations in the restoration of Europe, but 
the proposals of the London Conference took no accouat of Ger- 
‘many’sintereats and the acceptance thereof would have meant heavy, 
Russian reparation claims against Germany. Tha German delegation 
repentedly and vainly drew attention to its misgivings in this matter. 
‘Is then Jearned that the consenting Powers were separately 
negotiating with Russia and received information leading tothe con- 
.onon that an agreement not tating account of the just claims of 
‘Getmany woul! shortly be reached. Therefore the German 
Aclegates were forced to pursue their interests alone. It suggests 
* that the Russo-German Treaty might be embodied in the general 
Rassian settlement.

Ut is the practice of 
exporters here to inspect Saigen

godowns for a few days befory 
shipment.

Characterised as Swindlers. 

So doubt most of you bave re- 
ceived copies of a circular letter 
distributed tu the members of the 
American Spice Trade Association 
of New York. In this letter, sbip- 
pers from this market are practi- 
cally characterised as swindlers by 
reason of certaia shipments having 
Iniled to come up to standard. 
Your Cummittes have addressed 
the American Spice Trade Asso- 
ciation of New York regarding the 
ullegations contained ic the cir- 
cular referred tc, and have 
taken strong exception to the 
contents of such c:rcular, puint- 
ing out that the remedy is entirely 
in the hands of the American 
buyers, wha have, foreed prices 
down to a puint at which it is 
wellnigh impossible to guarantee 
prime cary. .

Complaints Regarding Rice. 
The Chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce in his speech ab. the aD 


peal general mecUng yesterday” 


afternoon referred to the shipments 
‘uf rice to Ameries, and ittis hardly 
nacessary for me to add very much 
thereto. “As you are all aware, our 
trade in this cereal with America 
safiered a considerable decline dur- 
ing ‘1921, as is evidenced by the 
figures supplied by the Imports and 
Exports Department in the returps 
for the years 1920 and 1021. During 
the former year, we cxported 820,- 
388 piculs to the United States, with 
a total value of £2,001,610, whils: 
during 1981 shipments aravunted b. 
564,727 picals valued at £51519. 
This decline is mainly dae‘ to the 
Cuban embargo on imports of rice, 
which was only raised on Ist July 
1981, so that for fully six month» 
we were unable to do anything with 
Cuba, even through the interme.ti 
ary of oor Amerionn friends Ar 
interesting feature duriogthe year 
was the. gradual switching of the 
rice business to New York. During 
the war, and for a couple of years 
Miter the conclusion of hostilities, 
San Francisco enjoyed the premier 
position as importer of Oriental 
tices but, owing to the tremendous 
losses they suffered throuzh Cuban 
rejections, many important rice 
firms in San Francisco have either 
teased to exist, or are now only 
operating in this ine on a com- 
paratively small scale. 

The quality of rice shipned from 
Hongkong during 1921 was on the 
whole fairly good, but wo neverthe- 
loss had to deal with several com- 
plaints from American buyers whicn 
were carefully considered by your 
tice sub-committee, and I think J 
can safely say that in nearly erery 
instance the complaints were found 
to be either groundless, or entirely 
out of court, owing to the neglect 
of the complainants to comply with 
even the elementary terms of the 
contract. The thanks of the As 
sociation, and all rjee exporters, 
‘ate due to your rice sub-committee 
for the tremendous amount of time 
and work they have pot im durmg 
the year in carrying out the various 
investigations, examining com- 
plaints, etc. placed before them. 

Inferior Gunny Bags. 

The question of the use of inferior 
gunny bags in connection with rice 
exports bas engaged the’ attention 
of your Committee but so far as 1 
can gather, the quality of these bags 
bas in no way improved, and unless. 
something is done to remedy mat 
tors very soon, there. is a possible 
danger of s portion of the rice trade 
being diverted to Saigon and Bang- 
kok where, I am assured, nothing 
bat clean and shsolately new bags 
are used, both for inside ahd ont- 
sige containers. At this port, 50 
far as I have been able to ascertain, 
exporters as a rule merely stipulate 
in their contracts with the dealers, 
thet the rice is’ to be packed in 
double gunoy begu, but in view of

He reminded mambers thas the 
force was essentially ane for real 
service, and, although he praised 
she work done by the Corps dur- 
ing the recent strike period, he 
asked thatthe work of training 
should be taken seriovals and 
that more local youn men should 
be induced to join.. His remarks 
will, we hope, be taken seriously 
by aos. Hongkong has always 
boasted of a strong volunteer unit, 
and there is no question that 
in times of naed a well-or- 
ganiscd and trained force of local 
men wonld ba of tremendous 
value. When the lacal press— 
jacluding the Teiegraph—urged 
the abolition of compu’sion at fhe 
end of the war there was the as- 
sumption that a volunteer force 
would ba well supported, and it 
is not C00 much to say that chose 
in authority were led to expect a 
better respouse than has been 
made. Their oan protection 
should be enouzh to lead men to 
join up. Tha Government has 
been generous in its provision of 
equipment: it has made it possible 
to add @ Scottish Company with 
band, a Mounted Company and 
other special units; whilst the 
number of drills a» man must ai- 
Yend has been cut down to the 
very lowest minimum. In view 
of all these things we ought to 
have a larger acd better Corps 
than we have. And it is up to 
the man folk of the Colony to see 
to it. 


Fire Brigade Control. 


We. are glad thet the Hon. Mr. 
3.0. Lang spoke bis mind quits 
plainls at the Coambar of Com- 
merce mesting with regard to the 
necessity of divorcing’ the Police 
from the Fire Brigade so far as 
executive power is concerned. 
More than once have we atressed 
the point that the Brigade should 
he under the absolute control of 
men who are exoerts in the work, 
and for that reason we welcome 
Mr. Lang's suggestion that s 
spcial executive officer, with 
fire-fizhting and eogineering ex- 
perience, shauld be secured fro: 
Home without further. delay. 
However willing and con- 
scientious the C.S. P. may be in 
Fire Brigade work, it is obvious 
that he cannot p.ssibly have the 
knowledge of a man trained to 
the work, and, as Mr. Lang says, 
his time must surely be sufficient- 
ly occupied in Police duties. We 
do not know exactly what 
the sitcation now is, but 
not §0 very long go 
the trained men at the 
bead of the Brigade ware subject 
to orders from quite an army of 
officials not possaasing expert 
knowledge. That was bad. ft 
may, of course, be that the con- 
trol of the C.S.P. is now little 
[more than nomioal. If so, all the 
mora reason why it should be 
abandoned altogether. We want 
the best possible.service from the 
Brigade, and that can only b3 
ob:ained by putting control into 
the hands of men who know tha 
work.
